A very curious fruit has been 
discovered growing wild in Hatavia, 
and a sample has been sent to a 
French professor of botany at Paris. 
It ajwars to be a species of bean, 
resemlilingaeigar both in form and 
color, though only about an inch in 
length. Hut it has a |)eculiar 
characteristic, which rendeis it a 
very unique tmd interesting object, 
iind this is the exceeilingly en- 
ergetic nnmner in which it scatters 
its seeds. If one of these little 
fruits be thrown into a basin of 
water, it will rest quietly on the 
surface for from \\\o to five min- 
utes, then it will explode with vio- 
lence, hurling most of its contents 
pinto the air with a noise and splash 
for all the world like a small tor- 
pedo. It is hardly necessary to 
say that this phenomenon is caused 
by the pressure of the elastic sul>- 
stanee of its its hard outer sh.'ll. 
The fruit usually spills open 
lengthwise. If plucked before 
maturity and allowed to ripen in a 
warm spot it opens gradually from 
apex to base, makinir, as it were, a 
pair of diverging horns starting 
from the same point. If left to 
ripen on the plant, since the pro- 
cess is (juicker an<l the interuiil 
moisture greater, the opening is 
sudden and accompanied with a 
.slight noise, though this is much 
l(>.ss than that which takes jd.ice 
when it hits been placed in water. 
In this ease the dry but porous lis 
sue of the surface of the fruit 
quickly aborlis the liquid, especial

An intefivs ing paper on .lapanese 

swurds, by Mr. (Jilberls apju-ars 

in Ihe last volume of the " Transa*-.- 
tions" of the .lapanese Society. 
The blades are of meljil mad(^ chief- 
ly from the dejxisits of magnetic 
iron ore and ferjMiginoussand, and

The 
art of nwikiiig the bbides was at one 
time a secret, handed down from 
father t/o son and master to pupil. 
The mode of manufactuni is as 
follows: A strif) of sliv'l is welded 
to a rod of iron, wlii(di serves as a 
haiKlle A niimlter of other strips 
of steel are then welded on the 
first, until the mass measures six 
or eight inches in linnth, one and a 
(|Uarler inclies to two and a quarter 
inches wide, by a quarter to Ihrce- 
<|uarlers of an liioli thick. When 
rais('d to a siiitalile heat tliis bar is 
doubled in half and then beaten 
out to the original dimtuisions. 
This process Is repeated flft(>en 
times. Four such bars are made-, 
welded logether, then doubled ov<>r, 
airtiin welded and forg(«d as before 
five times. So thin are Iheoriginal 
strips of sle«d, and so often are they 
doubled over tlxit it is estimated 
th;if a .Japanese Hword blade con- 
si(-(s of l,104,.'{O4 layers of nuMal. 
The bar is then l)eat<'n out from 
the six iiudiesor eight in<di(>.>i to \.\\{\ 
re(|uir(>d length. Sometimes in the 
forging process the metal is ham- 
mered on the edge, and the iiislru- 
uients, instearl of being all steed, 
are allernalidy a layer of sfeel and 
one of ir<ui, a ciHiibinalion which 
firodiiccs beaiitifiil markings, re- 
presenting line wood grain or wavy 
lin(!S. When the bbule is complet- 
ed it is scraped with a knife, and 
the tang — that part inserted in the 
hilt — isgroiind. The blade is then 
i(nighly ground, and if th(« f-mith is 
NHtislled with it he generally signs 
his name upon the tang. 

Now it is ornatnented, and the 
process is intei(>Hting. Th«^ blade 
is thickly coated with a mixture of 
clay, flue river sand and finely 
powdered ch/trcfoal. When this 



The operation of sharpening in the 
case of a very fine blade sometimes 
I'tMluires fifty days to finish, Ihe 
surface being gone over as many as 
twenty times. Finally, the blade 
is most minutely examined by an 
(^\))ert.

and also from apoi)lexy, which is 
li(Mnorrhag(^ in tlu^ brain. 

Heart disease most frequently 
results from neglected or improper- 
ly treated liuMimalism. It m(U'(^ 
often follows mild rhcumal ism I han 
the severe kind, be(^aiis(* severe 
rheumatism receives promj)! treat- 
menl, whih* the mild form is often 
neglected anil left to work its way 
to the heart. 

Persons who suppose themselves 
.suffering from 'heart disease,' be- 
cause they have pain in the region 
of Uie heart, or palpit/ilion, seldom 
have any disease of that organ. In 
nine eases out of ten they are only 
sulTerers from dys[)e[)sia — nothing 
more.

This is 
more creditable to the d(»af, who 
had to depend upon lip-reading for 
the instructions.

After months of suiTering, death 
finally claimed John Scheet?,, on 
April 28th, 1899, at his home in 
Weldon, Pa., and in the 7lst year 
of his age. 

In his younger days Mr. Scheetz 
was one of the most prominent^leaf 
in the city. He took an active part 
in the alTairs of the Clerc Literary 
Associations and performed many 
services for it. He was also most 
fiiendly to and a memlu^r of All 
Souls' Mission. At his trade, 
which was .shoemaking, ho made 
oxeellotit wages. He was however, 
too generous with his money and so 
he died in want.
